A few days ago Joseph Koch. Tam¬ 
many excise commissioner, went before 
g Tammany police Justice and swore 
that the following sentences from my 
review of May 90 were false and libelous: 

•‘The city government bids defiance to 
the moral sentiment of the commnnlty. 
Mayor Grant has just reappointed Koch 
as excise commissioner. This fellow 
was the biggest scoundrel of all the 
board, the one man of all men who de¬ 
served to be kicked into oblivion.

Several complaints were lodged against 
Joseph Koch and others for refusal to 
enforce the excise laws they had sworn 
to execute. A writ of peremptory man- 
damns was issued by the supreme court 
from Judge Barrett on the full evidence 
of their guilt. The decision of Judge 
Barrett reads as follow*: “The uncoutra- 
dicted testimony show* that the commis¬ 
sioner* have neglected their doty In not 
deciding this and other cases brought 
before them. They say they have not 
taken unreasonable time to decide the 
cases, but the facts show that in this In¬ 
stance, upon the simplest and briefest 
testimony, they have taken over forty 
days. That was plain negligence, and 
it was subversive of the law In that the 
dealer** license had nearly expired. The 
fact oi negligence plainly appears and 
the writ should therefore Issue, with 
cost*" f 

In issuing the writ, Judge Barrett 
farther says: “And it appearing that the 
commissioners aforesaid have unreason¬ 
ably and designedly failed and inten¬ 
tionally omitted to decide the said com¬ 
plaint and the questions arising there¬ 
upon, although repeatedly requested to 
decide the same, and that they are now 
unreasonably and designedly falling and 
omitting to decide the same, in violation 
of law, now it Is ordered that a per¬ 
emptory writ of mandamus issue.” The 
general terfn of the supreme court sus¬ 
tained this decision, and the decision of 
Judgs Van Brunt, the presiding justice, 
b squally emphatic and clear. They 
thsn carried it up to the court of appeals, 
where these decisions were all sustained 
a£atmw1th_£oets_against the defendants.

God knows our political life needs 
some sweetening, elevating, humanizing 
influence. Politics is the most brutal 
element of our life.

I look into the window* 
of our clothing stores and see goods 
marked at a price but a few cents above 
the actual cost of material and clerk 
hire, and I know’ that if I put my hand 
on the seams I could hear the aching 
heart and feel the throbbing nerves of 
wretched women who made those gar¬ 
ments In some attic room; and into thoso 
seams they sewed their hearts’ blood, 
their waning live*. The abuse* of labor 
because of sex are monstrous and brutal, 
and without one word of possible excuse. 

A girl at Fulton, Ky., has been sent to 
ail twice for wearing men's clothes. 

e give* the following reason for her 
action: “I prefer to wear men’s clothes 
because they insure me employment 
wherever I go. Were I to come into this 
community dressed as a woman and 
ask to be allowed to do a hard day’s 
washing for fifty cents 1 would neither 
get the work nor be allowed to stop in 
Sie house without being indorsed bj 
some responsible person or showing • 
pocketful of recommendations to satisfy 
the household of my respectability. But 
If I come rigged a* » man I get plenty of 
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work at a dollar a day and no q 
•eked. I diaoovered a Icmg while ago 
that it doeent pay to be a woman. Wo¬ 
men are no good." 

SOLUTION OF THE DIVORCE PROBLEM. 

If women were independent in this 
world’s goods and the power to earn a 
living they would be Independent tn their 
personal relations. And to m a k e wom¬ 
an independent and equal to man. In the 
question of assuming the marriage rela¬ 
tion, is to solve our terrible divorce 
problem with all its attendant oik 
Daring the twenty years from 1«67 to 
1067 there were granted 826.000 divorce*. 
Of this number 316,000 were granted t*o 
the application of women, 12.000 oc the 
application of men. Here we find the 
secret of the divorce problem. Wutneh 
are forced practically Into the marriage 
relation, bvrause they are fleeing from 
the storm of want and possible starva¬ 
tion. Men enter the marriage relatioi 
without any sort uf appreciation of it* 
solemnity or of their duties and respon¬ 
sibilities. The reason ia, they find that 
women are so ready to accede to their 
requests that to marry is the easiest 
thing in the world to do. 

MRM. BEE* HER. 

A preacher In Kentucky who married 
a man was asked what be charged. He 
said he made no charge. The man told 
him then that he had a dog at home 
which was worth five dollar*; that be 
would let him have him for three. The 

S reacher thanked him, and told him he 
idn't want his dog. But when the fel¬ 
low got home, after about two weeks, he 
boxed the dog up aud shipped him to 
the preacher. He wrote him a letter 
saying that he liked Maria so muck bet¬ 
ter than he thought he would that he 
would give him the dog anyhow. When 
woman's position Is made so secure that 
she can meet man as man, not as a sup¬ 
pliant, not on the ground of brutal want, 
we will solve much of the troublesome 
questions that cluster around our socia* 
life.

I heard of one woman the other day 
who managed to treat with a man or. 
equal footing. I could not help but 
smile with gratification that once in the 
history of the world the man was the, 
one who must yield in such an hour 
The bride was Mrs. William Grove, aged 
forty-five, whose former husband sui¬ 
cided some years ago by hanging in his 
barn. The groom was a wealthy fanner. 
aged eighty. The bride held out for 
some time, hoping to secure a better 
bargain, but finally accepted this propo¬ 
sition: She was given $1,000 when her 
assent was given to the union, and the, 
octogenarian husband further agreed t< 
pay her one dollar a day during each 
winter season and one dollar extra for 
each day he was confined to the hoa^ 
by sickness.
